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Mr.  Chairman  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  second 
Annual  report  on  the  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Ceiriog  Rural 
district  for  the  year  ending  December  31st *,1952, 

At  the  time  of  writing  the  Report  for  the 
year  1951  I had  held  the  office  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  a temporary 
capacity  for  only  two  months  of  the  year.  it  was  not  until  March  1st. 1352 
that  I was  permanently  appointed  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
Eastern  No.l  District  of  Denbighshire,  comprising  the  Districts  of  Ceiriog 
Rural,  Wrexham  Rural  and  Llangollen  Urban*  I have  now  completed  a full 
year  in  office  and  so  have  gained  a fuller  insight  into  sanitary  conditions 
affecting  this  district* 

The  population  of  the  District  at  the  1951 
Census  was  9633  but  the  estimated  population  for  1952  as  given  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  7417  showing  a fall  of  215  which  is  difficult  to 
account  for  as  there  has  been  no  marked  movement  of  population  away  from 
the  district.* 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during 
the  year  was  114  as  comparable  to  124  in  1951, showing  a fall  of  10* 

The  crude  birth  rate  was  15*3  as  comparabl 


to  16.67  in  1951* 


The  number  of  infants  deaths  (occuring  in 
children  below  12  months)  was  only  $hree  as  comparable  to  five  in  1951  and 
nine  in  1950*  This  gradual  fall  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  Is  a 
tribute  to  the  care  with  which  young  infants  reared  nowadays  and  contrasts 
strongly  with  the  number  of  infant  deaths  that  use  to  occur  fifty  years  ago 
The  Infantile  death  rate  for  the  year  was  26*3  as  compared  to  40*3  in  1951, 
which  is  a very  satisfactory  fall  and  is  the  lowest  Infantile  Death  Rate  of

eight  in  1951,  giving  a death  rate  of  11.46  as  compared  with 
11.7  in  1951. 

There  were  no  serious  Epidemics  of  Infectious  Diseases  during 
the  year.  Measles  with  43  cases  was  the  only  one  to  attain  double  figure So 
There  were  11  Pulmonary  and  5 Hon- Pulmonary  cases  notified  during 
the  year.  This  shows  an  increase  over  la-st  year  when  there  were  8 Pulmonary 
and  2 Hon- Pulmonary  cases.  The  battle  against  Tuberculosis  continues  to  i 
be  waged  unrelentingly  and  that  success  is  being  achieved  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  there  has  been  a fall  of  nearly  40/£  in  the  deaths  from  Tuberculosis1 
during  the  last  five  years  throughout  the  country.  Hew  methods  of  treatment

and  new  methods  of  diagnosis  have  been  put  into  action  with  remarkable 

) 

results  Mass  Radiography  surveys  are  one  of  these  diagnostic  methods  and 
it  was  gratifying  to  have  a visit  to  Chirk  by  the  Service  during  the  year* 
During  the  visit  148  men  and  213  women  were  radiographed.  PuBther  visits 

r 

will  no  doubt  be  paid  in  the  future  to  this  District. 

Immunisation  is  now  oarried  out  against  both  Diphtheria  and 
looping  Cough  and  mothers  are  entitled  to  this  service  free  of  charge  from 
either  there  own  Doctor  or  doctor  at  the  nearest  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinic.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  percentage  of  children 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  should  be  maintained  above  75^  otherwise 
outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  are  liable  to  accur  and  it  is  well  to  remember 
that  Diphtheria  is  still  " deadly". 

The  number  immunised  in  1952  were  as  follows  i- 
31  received  a primary  dose  against  diphtheria, 

19  received  a repeat  dose. 

23  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough. 

5 wore  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough  alone. 

Vaccination  is  not  now  compulsory  by  law  and  it  is  difficult  to 
impress  upon  Mothers  that  children  still  need  this  protection  for  they  have 
never  seen  a case  of  Small  Pox.  That  the  danger  is  still  great  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  all  persons  travelling  to  most  countries  abroad  have  to  be 
vaccinated.  As  prevention  is  better  than  cure  it  is  a wise  precaution  to 
have  children  vaccinated  at  the  age  of  5 months  by  the  General  Practitioner 
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ox  o.u  kho  ojinio,  so  aUildrau  w©ro  vn.ootnatod  for  the  first  time  in  1952 
while  three  were  re- vaccinated . 

The  protection  conferred  by  vacoination  diminishes  with  the  years  and 
persons  should  he  revaccinated  every  seven  years  to  gain  full  protection® 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  have  been  completed  at  Penybont  and 
those  for  Halton  and  Tregeiriog  are  in  progress  but  suffered  unexpected 
delays*  Plans  for  works  at  Pontfadog  have  been  approved  and  are  in 
progress*  When  completed  these  extensions  of  the  sewerage  works  will  provd 
of  marked  benefit  to  the  community.  Most  of  the  populated  areas  of  our 
District  are  now  supplied  with  sewage  schemes* 

All  villages  and  towns  in  our  district  have  a piped  water  supply  which  ar< 
supplied  by  the  Council's  reservoirs  at  Chirk,  Pandy,  Tregeiriog,Llanarmoi 
Llansilin  and  Bwlchyddar.  Samples  taken  show  that  the  Council  supply  is 
pure  and  wholesome  with  the  exception  of  Llansilin  which  is  under  investi- 
gation® Samples  from  Private  Supplies  show  unsatisfactory  results  at  til 
The  Pentrefelin  water  supply  scheme  was  oompleted  in  1952  and  also  the 
Pontyblew  water  scheme* 

The  Housing  Programme  made  good  progress  during  the  year*  particularly  at 
Ehosywaen  where  Six  Shops  and  Plats  and  Forty  Houses  are  in  course  of 
construction*  Bight  houses  were  oompleted  at  Pontfadog  and  Four  at 
Iilangedwyn.  In  spite  of  all  the  building  there  is  still  a shortage  of 
houses  in  certain  areas  such  as  Chirk  and  Llanrhaiadr  where  instances  of 
overcrowding  and  families  living  in  unfit  houses  still  arise* 

The  prospect  of  altering  these  conditions  in  the  Ceiriog  District  is 
brighter  than  in  many  other  Districts* 

Finally  I desire  to  express  my  earnest  thank©  to  the  Cliairman  and  Members- 
of  the  Council  for  their  oourtesy  and  the  confidence  they  have  placed  in  - 
me  which  has  been  of  great  help.  I should  also  like  to  thank  Mr  .Aubrey 
and  The  Staff  at  The  Mount  for  their  invaluable  help  and  cooperation* 

My  thanks  are  particularly  due  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Richards, 
also  his  staff.  He  is  a Tower  of  Strenght  on  whom  one  oan  always  rely. •
